The official reports on Commerce and 
Navigation, aud the auuual reports of the 
Chamber of Commerce of New York, pub­ 
lish some interesting statistics regarding 
our trade in coffee?*

ol coffee imported Into the United States 
from Brazil and from all other countries 
during the last twenty-one years. 
The 
quantity imported aud consumed in tin* 
country Is truly astonishing. 
During the 
twenty years endiug Juue 30, 1870, there 
Were imported into the United Slates four 
billions four hundred and twenty-nine 
millions thirty eight thousand and three, 
hundred aud forty-two pounds of coffee 
the value of which was 745 millions ot dol­ 
lars. Only about 100,000 tons of this 
coffee was re-exported, which make the to­ 
tal quantity consumed by the people of the 
U oiled Slates more than 2,100,000 tons in 
twenty years or more than 200 million 
pounds per annum. Of this great quantity 
imported, Brazil tarnished three billions 
three hundred and thirty-threo millions 
five 
hundred 
and 
ninety-six 
thousand 
and 
eight 
hundred 
and ninety-three p mads, for which the 
United Slates have paid to that country 
during the last five years over 20 millions 
dollars per annum, in gold, for the item of 
coffee. 
The entire revenue received by the Gov­ 
ernment from the importation of this vast 
quantity cf coffee, is 84 millions of dollar*, 
or an average of over seven millions a year 
during the time when a duty was placed 
on the article. For eleven years—1862-72, 
both inclusive lib erate of duty was from 


minor articles, yielding separately hut a 
trifling amount of revenue, which now 
cumber the tariff and vex commerce.”

Valuable War Instrument. 
Army and Navy Journal. 
Captain Ralph Chandler, United States 
Navy, has invented a shot which is in­ 
tended lor the use of ships on shore where 
the serf is too heavy tor boats to land with­ 
out the asslstence of a line. It eau also be 
U9ed at life saving stations to throw lines 
over beached vessels, or vessels in distress. 
As an implement cf war it will be useful in 
waters whers torpedoes are supposed to be 
located. A ship can anchor near the sup­ 
posed torpedoes, throw the shot two or 
three hundred yards toward them and haul 
it home, breaking such wires as it may en­ 
counter. it is very simple, and its sim­ 
plicity Insures its 
successful working, 
and Its Cost is very little more than 
that 
of 
an 
ordinary 
shot 
It is merely a shot with hinged author 
flukes projecting from its sides and folding 
back into slots, so *9 not to Interfere with 
the entrance of the shot into the gun. To 
the rear of the shot a cham or wire rope is 
attached, aud carried to the front ot the 
shot through another slot. In using it the 
shot is to be inserted into the muzzle of the 
gun far enough to bring the ends of the 
arms inside the muzzle, the chain or wire 
rope, attached to the rear of 
the shot 
brought out through the slot, the strap 
!;akea off, and the shot pushed gently|home. 
The springs under the arms a1 ways bearing 
-or pushing them outward will extend 
I th* 
arms 
a3 
soon 
as 
the 
shot 
leaves 
the 
muzzle 
of 
the gun or mortar, and a perfect anchor 
will be projected. If In its flight the arni3 
are brought in contact with anything, they 
will close until the obstacle is passed, and 
where the shot lands, Its holding power 
will be equal to any kedge anchor of the 
same weight. It appears to be a most use 
ful invention. If the Huron could have 
landed ashot of this description, by it the 
balsa could have been hauled ashore with 
a hawser or large line attached lo it. One 
of these shots made for an eleven-inch gun 
would have power enough to carry a two- 
mch rope ashore, and atter the shot was 
once ashore and well booked, all the boats 
of the ship could be hauled asnort with­ 
out any other line.

From the Chicago A d van ce. 
It Was acool aud beaut ii u I Sabbath aflci* 
Doon a few weeks before Lh Ut alb. 
Mr. 
Stephen* little remaining bodily streogih 
had been utterly exhausted by equitant at­ 
tendance upou the nu peach men t trial ii 
Andrew Johnson. 
The plucky old man 
insisted on being carried lo and from the 
capitol during those exciting weeks, aud 
manifested all the vigor and tire of intel­ 
lect which characterized his earlier day* 
General O. O. Howard and myself hadjuet 
paid the usual Sabbath ^afternoon visit lo 
the Washington jail. It was crowded with 
criminals, black and white, The negroc*, 
some of them almost naked, were tilthy 
and degraded in the extreme. The whites 
were incir suitable companions. 
After addressing and praying with tLe 
miserable beings. General Howard said ,1 
“I always go on Munday al term Kins to see i 
Mr. Stevens, who is now confined to his J 
house.” He went. 
His wellknown col­ 
ored housekeeper opened the door. 
Mr. 
Stevens was hail reclining upon a lounge, 
evidently rested by the coolness and quiet- j 
ness ot the holy day. A clerical friend of 1 
his old Pennsylvania home had been con- j 
versing with him in regard to past scenes 
of hts life, and pressing upon his attention 
thoughts ot the life to come. 
We were 
cordially received, land airer the d e 
parture ot his triend, Mr. Stevens told 
in his inimitable way humorous (and other 
anecdotes of Ins early lite at Gettysburg— 
the presence of General Howard suggest­ 
ing the place. 
W it and wisdom were so 
mingled in his stories as to excite am use­ 
ment and admiration. 
The conversation 
ran on and back to the days of his child­ 
hood in Vermont. He spoke ot his mother 
with reverential tenderness.

to her grave as the most.hallowed spot on 
eat th.

“ What, Mr. Stevens, are your religious 
views?” “ Well, sir, as near as I can aet!ne 
them, they are those that my mother, who 
was a godly woman of the Baptist per­ 
suasion, held and taught me as a child.” 
“Then you believe that a man must be 
convened ?” “Yea.” “Do you believe as 
she did, in prayer?” 
“ Yes; my life has 
not been that of a Christian man; I have j 
committed many sins; I have tneJ to; do J 
some good. I have tried to be true to my 
long cnerished conviction that the negro 
has the same rights everywhere as the 
white man. But I Know that I am person­ 
ally a bin oar before God.”
